A warning to the public to boycott Jap- 
anese shaving brushes and to turn over 
to local and state health authorities’ every 
sample of this anthrax-ridden product was 
issued yesterday by chief health officials 
of the city and federal government. 

The warning came after a conference 
between City Commissioner John L. Rice 
and Asst. Surgeon General C. E. Waller 
and Medical Director C. C. Pierce, both 
representing the U.S. Public Health ‘Serv- 
ice. 


They strassed the danger of the spread 
of anthrax, a serious skin infection, often 
resulting in death, the germ of which has 
been discovered in a particular lot of Japa- 
nese shaving brushes. 

The statement issued yesterday fol- 
lows: : 

Recently a case of anthrax in North 
Dakota was traced to a Japanese shaving 
brush. In the study of this case anthrax 


shaving brushes from the same lot both 
in the laboratory of the National Institute 
of Health at Washington and in the labora- 
tory of the New York City Department of 
Health. | 

The brushes were imported from Japan 
in 1937 and distributed from New York, 
the shipments, so far as the present inves- 
tigation has gone, being made to points 
outside of the city. Steps are now being 
taken by the United States Public Health 
Service in cooperation with state and local 
health authorities to recover those still in 
the hands of wholesale and retail dealers. 


DESCRIBE BRUSHES 


The brushes are of a cheap variety— 
small in size, 414 inches over all, the han- 
dies, 34 inch in diameter, painted in two 
colors. On top they are stamped “Japan 
332,” and on the side they bear the words 
“Imperial—sterilized,” the latter in small 
letters. The brush is of stiff hair, grayish 
in color, or mixed black and white.

War Danger Jitters in England; 
A Barrage of Tory Speeches — 
@ Things They Can't Cover Up , 


A feeling of alarm has gripped the peo- 
ple of England. More of them have noted 
that every time Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain returned from a cordial trip to the fas- 


cist dictators he returned dragging behind 
him a greater war menace for Great Britain. 

Barcelona's fall was seen by the vast majority of 
the British people not alene as a Spanish loss, nor 
exclusively a new threat against France. The realiza- 
tion that betrayal of Czechoslovakia and the destruc- 
tion of Austria brought Nazi bombers nearer to Lon- 
don was already spreading fast in England when, co- 
incident with Mussolini's conquest of Barcelona, Ital- 
lan and German wholesale troop mobilizations were 
reported. 


To allay swiftly rising anti-Chamberlain opposition 
growing out of this uneasiness, the day Barcelona fell, 
Sir Samuel Hoare, Home Secretary, made a strange 
speech. With un-Tory excitement over the danger 
and with feigned vigor he came to Chiamberlain’s de- 


On Saturday, the Tory Premier is scheduled to 
speak. And though he was set to make a deliberately 
dull and inconsequential speech, he is ready, if he 
finds Sir Samuel Hoare’s efforts do not take, to try 


to glorify Chamberlain, vitually admitting, at the same 
time, that the Tory traitor was anathema to the ma- 
jority of the British people. He denied that Cham- 
berlain, in giving Hitler Sudetenland and at Munich 
and Rome stimulating both the Nazis and Italian fas- 
cists, was “a guileless old man.” 

“Guileless” means a man without cunning, deceit 
or treachery. When Sir Samuel heatedly proclaims 
Chamberlain is not “guileless” he is historclally ac- 
curate. 

But his expressions of confidence that Great 
Britain can under the present set-up be secured 
against the menace of fascist war were dismissed even 
by the N. Y. Herald Tribune correspondent, Joseph 
Driscoll, who cables: 

“Sir Samuel's expression of confidence that Britain 
is invincible is intended as an antidote to the wide- 
spread defeatist feeling that Britain and France are 
on the verge of a ‘Second Munich’ with Hitler and 
Mussolini emboldened by the fall of Barcelona.” 

Sir Samuel tried to convince the people that their 
conscious and instinctive dread of what Chamberlain 
was doing to Britain’s national security was really a 
bad case of the “jitters.” 

But the handing of 40 Czechoslovak army divisions 
to Hitler for the encirclement of France, the strength- 
ening of both and Hitler in the Mediter- 
ranean, and the lement of fascism to more 
provocative war moves in Spain, Africa, Latin America 
and the Far East—these are real causes for genuine 
anxiety of the British people. 

* 


At home, too, the British people have cause for 
genuine jitters—induced, not by the “hot-music” of 
false war rumors, as Sir Samuel would have it, but 
by the reality of an incipient British monetary crisis 
(fall of the pound) stimulated by the Munich treach- 
ery, the decline in production of basic industries, the 
fall in foreign trade, brought about by handing Cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe markets to Nazi monopoly. 

Repeated sagging of the British stock market is 
a number of investors’ ways of voting no confidence 
in the political and economic future created by Cham- 
berlain’s treacheries. '

My dear comrade. would it interest you to know that there are a 
good many people who have long ago recognized that fact. I was one 
of the many people who had contributed to a memorial house now 
located at New Rochelle, New York, in memory of the most noble man 
that the United States has ever known. 

Thomas A. Futon broke ground for the Paine Memorial House 
at New Rochelle, New York, on May 30, 1925. Included with Thomas 
A. Edison are President Van der Weyde of the Paine Association and 
Cyril Nast, the treasurer of the association. Pames cottage, which he 
built in 1804. is also at New Rochelle, now owned by the Huguenot 
Society and is used by them as a museum. You will find Tom Paine’s 
statue housed in this museum. Also you will find a beautiful monu- 
ment there inclosed by a steel picket fence. :
